It is Held to Apply to Deals la 


Grain Futures 


BY THE MINNESOTA SUPREME COURT. 


Contracts for Future Delivery of Grain 


That ate Not Intended to be Kept in 


Fact are Mere Gambling 


Transactions. 


MINNEAPOLIS, M inn., Oct. 3. —The

landed down the decision in the cuise of 
Oscar Mohr et al. vs. Antou McZen, ap- 
pellant. The appellants, who are hro- 
cors In the Milwaukee Chamber of Com- 
merce, sued the defendant, McZen, for 
money expended in the purchase and 
sale of grain.

The Reciprocity Conference Postponed. 


WABHINOTON, Oct. S,—The report 


from Ottawa that the reciprocity con- 
ference set for October 12 between Sec- 
retary lilaine and representatives of 
the Canadian government had been in- 
definitely postponed is confirmed at the 
oxcchtive mansion and at the state de- 
partment. The reason given for the

States. The date of the postponed con- 
ference October 13, was agreed upon 
last spring \vhcih the Canadian repre- 
sentatives came to Washington to dis- 
cuss tlie reciprocity scheme, hut found 
that. Mr Blaine was not quite ready to 
meet them. 


Will bo Ejccluaive Altar July Next. 
WASHINUTON, Oct. 8.—By royal de- 


cree, communicated to the governor 
general of Cuba by the colonial minis- 
ter at Madrid, the privileges granted to 
Lhe United States by the last reciprocal 
commercial arrangement between the 
United .States and Spain shall be also 
•ranted to all nations whieh in their 
treaties with Spain have the clause of 
most favored nation, as long as said 
treaties are in operation. All, except- 
ng the treaty with Sweden will ter- 
minate in February, 1892. The treaty 


ith Sweden will expire in June in tlie 


same year. After the 1st of July, 
1892, the United States only will enjoy 
the privileges of the arrangement.
